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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Figure 8 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. Claims 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. The step of vulcanizing the substrate to the 
unvulcanized rubber parts without heating is critical or essential to the practice of the 
invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re 
Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). The instant specification does 
not enable forming rubber parts combined with a substrate without a step of vulcanizing 
the substrate to the unvulcanized rubber parts without heating. The step of vulcanizing 
is critical to the instant invention of forming rubber parts combined with a substrate. 

3. Claims 5 and 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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The step of positioning (cl 5, Ins 8-11) is indefinite because it is unclear what is 
being exactly performed. It is suggested that the word "and" (In 9) be replaced with ~ 
by- in order to clarify the step. 

The phrase "positioned parts thereon" (cl 5, In 1 1) is unclear because the parts 
are not on the first lower die. The parts are located in the second upper die not the first 
lower die. 

The phrase 'said unvulcanized rubber parts" (cl 7, In 5) lacks antecedent basis in 
the claim. 

The step of positioning (cl 7, Ins 7-10) is indefinite because it is unclear what is 
being exactly performed. It is suggested that the word "and" (In 8) be replaced with - 
by- in order to clarify the step. 

The phrase "rubber parts thereon" (cl 7, In 10) is unclear because the parts are 
not on the first lower die. The parts are located in the second upper die not the first 
lower die. 

Correction is required.
